Celebrations and services were 
held in the DP camps where 
speakers expressed their willing 
ness to go to Israel to fight and, 
if need be, to die for their new 
republic. 

From Paris, Rome, Vienna, 
Stockholm, Warsaw, Bucharest, 
Sofia, Prague, Budapest, Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa and Buen- 
os Aires, Argentina came the re- 
ports of Jewish thanksgiving for 
Israel and expressions of deter- 
mination wel patito support. 


First President

Arms Embargo End 


NEW YORK—The N. Y. Times 
this week came out flatly for re- 
peal of the arms embargo to the 
Middle East and demanded edit- 
orially that the new state of Is- 
rael be given the “opportunity 
to defend itself in action.” 

The Times editorial accepted 
the contention that recognition 
should not halt efforts to obtain 
a lasting truce in Jerusalem and 
a peaceful settlement of the en- 
tire Palestine issue. 

“But while all these things are 
true,” the editorial concluded, “it 
is also true that a new state 
judged worthy to receive recog- 
nition must also be judged wor- 
thy to have an opportunity to 
defend itself in action.”

Jewish casualties were heavy. 
Three Egyptian spitfires were 
shot down in the first raids.

Force would begin reprisals on 
Cairo, heart of the Arab world, 
remained an Israeli military se- 
cret at midweek. Up to that daie, 
the Air Force had seen little ac- 
tion, apparently being husbanded 
for offensive blows. 

Haganah seized most of Jeru- 
salem soon after British soldiers 
withdrew with expiration of the 
mandate, Israeli troops at mid- 
week held the vital Sheik Jarrah 
quarter which commands the 
road into the Arab section. The 
old city was under heavy attack 
by the Transjordan Legion. 

Irgun troops seized the north- 
east section of Jerusalem and 

then turned the prize over to the 
Haganah. The unification of Is- 
raeli fighting forces was com- 
pleted when the Stern group 
abandoned its underground status 
and joined the Haganah. The 
Stern commander received the 
rank of Haganah major. 

Jewish forces consolidated their 
grip on Jaffa, which was under 
Arab attack, and seized the Arab 
port of Acre, in a move to nail

Council Now Needed More Than Ever, Says Rosenwald

NEW YORK—Amidst the rejoicing of world Jew- 


ry and the congratulations of non-Jews over the 
emergence of Israel, the American Council for Ju- 
daism announced its unyielding opposition this week 
to the new Jewish state. 

President Lessing Rosenwald, in an exclusive 
statement to The Post, made it plain that the Coun- 
cil had no intention of Gaagne | its policy because

He reiterated his persistent plea that “a clear 
distinction between Zionists and Jews” be made and 
restated his conviction that “this provisional gov- 
efnment can have no claims upon the national at- 
tachments of those of Jewish faith who are citizens 
of other lands.” 


Nor was Rosenwald speaking for himself, de- 
spite the fact that he had little time te consult 











other members or to plan for any convoking 

of the Council’s Executive Committee for a for- 

mal stand. 

Similar sentiments were expressed by Council of- 
ficials Henry S. Moyer at Youngstown, O., Rabbi 
Morris Lazaron at Pikesville, Md., and I. Edward 
Tonkon at Dallas, Tex. 

Moyer said the Council “will gladly cease 
functioning if the various Zionist organizations 
will discontinue further nationalization of Jews 
in the Diaspora.” 


He declared that all Jews should support the 
rest of the Council’s program: the discontinuance of 
all claims that Jews are homeless and living in ex- 
ile; of programs designed to set Jews apart “as a 
nation or race;” of efforts to the world Jewry poli- 
tically “to the new Zionist state.” 

“This is not a fight for homes for the home- 
less,” Rabbi Lazaron told The Post. “This is a 
fight for a state and the political ambitions of 
Zionist extremists have over-ridden every con- 
sideration of relief for the refugees and DPs.” 
He said “we who conceive of Jews as a religio- 

cultural community will continue to work for free- 
dom for Jews and all other minorities.” 


Echoing Rosenwald, Tonkon told The Post that 
“if anything, the creation of the state of Israel 


serves to further activate the Council because of 
the compelling need for a clear distinction between 
Zionists and Jews.” 

Rosenwald warned that the de facto Zionist 
government would intensify “a thousand-fold” the 
“pressures within American political life (and) the 
attempted manipulation of the emotions and senti- 
ments of American Jews to pull the chestnuts out

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Of the 500 subjects, about one- 
sixth, or around 80 were Jewish, 
the authors report, presumably by 
their answers to a question con- 
cerning the faith in which they 
had been raised, 

Of the 200 students who report- 
ed they were brought up as Pro- 
testants, exactly 25 per cent have 
turned away from religion, report- 
ing that for a mature personality 
they did not feel the need for re- 
ligion orientation of any kind or 
that they doubted such a need. 

“The defection from Judaism 
is even more marked,” the re- 
searchers reported. “Here the 
drift is toward no religion at all 
or toward a new type” such as 
humanism, Ethical Culture and 
similar “new type” religions. 

These findings were obtained by 
comparing the answers to two 
questions. One asked the relig- 
ious home background of the stu- 
dent. The other asked: “Do you 
think that on the whole the tra- 
dition and literature of some great 
religious system now existing sat- 
isfactorily meets your own relig- 
ious needs?” The students were 
asked to check which of a group 
of major religions they felt met 
this test for them, 

Here are the figures: 


Catholic 

Fourteen of the Radcliffe girls 
reported they had been raised in 
Catholic homes and every one of 
them regarded Roman Catholic- 
ism as Still a satisfactory religion. 
Of the 16 Harvard Catholics, 11 
were still satisfied. The total fig- 
ures for Catholic students are: 
30 raised as Catholics, 25 still 
Catholics, 


Protestant 

Forty Radcliffe girls were rais- 
ed as Protestants but only 28 still 
were believers. Forty-four Har- 
vard men were raised Protestants 
but only 18 still regarded them- 
selves as believers. Totals: 84 
raised in Protestant Christianity, 
46 still believers, 


Jewish 
Of the 18 Ralcliffe girls who 
said they had been raised in a 
Jewish home, only eight still con-

(The discrepancy between the 
total of 35 listing themselves as 
raised in a Jewish home and the 
approximately 80 reported by the 
psychologists as being Jewish is 
not explained.) 


The authors say that these re- 
ults become more definite when 
compared with the answers to 
the question: “To what degree 
has religion been an influence 
in your upbringing?” Judaism 
and liberalized Protestantism 
were generally regarded by the 
students as of only “slight” in- 
influence but a*>Roman Catholic 
upbringing was usually report- 
ed as “very marked.” 

Protestant and Jewish students 

also reported more _ rebellion 
against authority in matters of 
religious faith than did Catholics. 


Is Harvard Representative? 

Several comments are in order 
on these findings. First, it is 
worth nothing that the Jewish 
students are those whose parents 
could afford to send them to Rad- 
cliffe and Harvard. The authors 
contend that their findings as a 
whole are representative of most 
large eastern colleges and state 
universities, 

That may be true for college 
students in general but anyone 
who has made any study of 
American Jewish life knows 
that it is pointless to make any 
generalizations about American 
Jews as a unit, Certainly, in- 
come level is a factor in the 
drift of American Jews toward 
reform and even away from 
Jewish religious life entirely. 
Whether students from _ less 
wealthy family backgrounds 
would show the same attitudes 
is at least open to question. 
Second, the theory that Hitler 

has brought many Jews back into 
the fold may apply to the return 
of Jews to a Jewish nationalism 
but it clearly has not made for 
any religious revival among these 
well-to-do Jewish students. 

Third, the simple connection be- 
tween a devout home and a sub- 
sequently devout student is sharp- 
ly etched by the findings of this 
study. Parents who bewail the 
loss of their children to Judaism 
ean hardly escape the question: 
“How Jewish was the home from 
which your child emerged into 
the adult world?” 


Arbitrary Separation 

Finally, the psychologists who 
made this study arbitrarily as- 
sumed that it is possible, as a 
practical matter, to separate the 
religious phase of a student’s life 
from the rest of his complex of 
attitudes and study merely that. 

This is true, no doubt, for Cath- 
olics and Protestants, and, for a 
section of Jewish thought such as 
the American Council of Judaism, 
there is a pathetically wishful 
hope that it were also true for 
Jews, 

Findings Artificial 

Because such a separation for 

Jews is an artifical one, the find-

Menard also admitted he set 
fire to two houses and a small 
synagogue in the same area 
which has been the scene of re- 
peated incidents in the past sev- 
eral years against the summer 
Jewish community.

Here’s What Happened In Washington When Israel Was Reborn ©

WASHINGTON— Massachusetts Avenue in Wash- 
ington is known as Embassy Row. There the build- 
ings which house the ambassadors, ministers and 
other representatives of foreign nations stand one 
after the other, each a tribute to a struggle, each 
a memorial to fallen martyrs. Today a new home 
and a new flag and a new nation stand on Massa- 
chusetts Avenue and how they were raised there on 
a little plot of ground, a little square of earth, can 
never be forgotten by those who came last Friday 
to laugh and sing and shout and cry. 

It rained in Washington last Friday afternoon. 
But at 5 o’clock—one hour before the Jewish state 
was to be declared—it suddenly stopped and then, 
as if by magic, the sun came out. In his little second 
floor office of the Jewish Agency for Palestine on 
Massachusetts Avenue, Eliahu Epstein looked out 
of the window and remarked to some visitors, “pro- 
phetic, isn’t it?” 

At 5:30, while Massachusetts Avenue bustled 
with the daily rush-hour traffic, crowds began 
to gather outside. They came from all sections 
and from nearby states and they were glad. 
They brought with them their children and their 
grandchildren and none came emptyhanded. All 
of them had flags, some American, some Jew- 
ish, others carried both. 

Outside the movie cameramen were setting up 
their equipment and inside the building reporters 
gathered in tight little knots. Everyone seemed 
to be shaking hands and above all the voices came 
the shouts of Isadore Hamlin, hard working public 
relations representative of the Agency, to “please, 
everyone, outside.” But nobody went. 

Upstairs, Epstein was busying himself with a 
message. Nobody wanted to ask him what he was 
preparing, but it was obvious from his solemn de- 
meanor that it was a message of grave importance. 
Finally, it was finished and was sent on its way. 

First to greet Epstein downstairs was Congress- 
man Emanuel Celler. He shook hands and quietly 
said,“ “good luck.” Then came Congressman Javits 
and soon a host of weil-wishers had smothered the 
director of Above all came Hamlin’s 
‘please , putside.”

prayer was in Hebrew, then in English. 

Then, as he finished, Mr. Epstein took over. In 
concise English speech which still bore the influence 
of his Palestinian life around the edges, he read 
the declaration of independence and when he said 
the United Nations resolution on partition may not 
be revoked everybody cheered.

At first the brisk wind seemed to carry the flag 
back a bit, as if it wasn’t sure of itself. There were 
audible sighs in the crowd and then it righted it- 
self—without help—and appeared, full-blown, on the 
mast. Everyone cheered wildly. 

It made a beautiful and unforgettable sight, this 
white flag waving proudly against the blue back- 
ground of the sky, young yet sure of itself. Then 
from the throats of the crowd came, as natura] as 
breathing, the strains of Hatikvah. On the other side 
of the crowd two women dabbed at their eyes. A by- 
stander explained hurriedly, “Sister, Auschwitz.” 

Those who knew the words sang loudly and 
those who didn’t just moved their lips in a mock 
chant, for surely nobody would want to be silent 
at a time like this. Even the Gentile reporters 
tried to sing a little bit, some of them, and the 
others dug their hands in their pockets and tried 
to look unimpressed but they weren’t very good 
actors. 

After Hatikvah the crowd moved into Star Span- 
gled Banner and now everyone—even the Gentile 
reporters—raised their heads and let fly. The words 
came loud and sharp and echoed all over the street 
and it was good. 

The crowd burst into cheers and then suddenly 
they stopped. From back of the crowd came a fami- 
liar sound, It was a shofar. Three short belts and 
then a long blast. Men embraced men and women 
embraced women. Then they both embraced each 
other and nearly everybody else, willingly or un- 
willingly. Everybody said “Amen” or “This is what 
we've been waiting for,” or just “At last.” 

But the crowd still wouldn’t go home, al- 
though it was only an hour before sunset and

body seemed to know and the reporter finally 
shrugged his shoulders and also began to clap, 
in unison, as the dancers moved around in cir- 
eles. 

Inside, a reception was going on. Jew and non. 
Jew, iZonist and non-Zionist, rich and poor, shook 
hands and always the password was “Shalom.” But 
Epstein’s brow was still furrowed, as if there were 
anything but “shalom” in his mind. People who 
shook hands with him found him polite but anxious 
to loosen the grip. They noticed he kept an eye on 
his upstairs office. 

Somebody told him his secretary was calling. He 
took leave of the crowd courteously, then sped up 
the stairs two at a time. When he came downstairs, 
he was all smiles. He went directly to the reception 
room where some singing was going on. He clapped 
for silence. The crowd’s noise toned down to a hum, 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” he said, his voice 
ehoked with excitement, “the President has just 
announced the United States has recognized the 
new state.” 


When, in future years, people ask what took 
place at that very momen, here is what you can 
say: from somewhere a man jumped up, threw his 
arms around Epstein and smothered him in kisses, 
Then came the deluge. From all sides they con- 
verged on him, tugging at his sleeve, tearing his 
coat, kissing, mauling, sobbing and crying. 

Few are the events in life which can move peo. 
ple to such emotions. Washington hasn’t seen a 
spectacle to compare with it since V-J Day. Utter 
strangers kissing each other, for everyone suddenly 
felt a kinship in being a Jew at that moment. Sol 
Bloom, who had earlier sent a telegram to the Presi- 
dent urging immediate recognition of the Jewish 
state when it was raining in the afternoon, had 
seen his wish fulfilled when the sun was shining 
in the evening. 


That’s not the whole story, of course. The drink- 
ing and the dancing wen on far into the night. But 
the rest was anti-climactic. It was an unforgettable 
display of mass emotion. But more than that, it 
was a fitting climax to the courage, discipline and 
devotion of all the Jews and non-Jews who made 
the ceremony possible. And that’s how it was when 
the Jewish fiag was raised in Washington, the Na- 
tion’s Capital.

T IS raining in New York this Sunday, May 16. 

Two days ago the State of Israel was proclaimed, and the 
United States government at once announced its recognition of 
the new-born democracy. In the first flush of excitement there was 
gome rejoicing. Youth groups danced in the streets of New York, 
and private parties drank toasts. But the wild, 
unreserved jubilation which marked the decision 
of November 29, 1947, is absent, even though 
the event of May 14, 1948, is more historical and 
climactical. 

There is a nervous tenseness. One finds it diffi- 
eut to allay apprehensions over the safety of the 
new State and its people. One reaches for the 
jatest editions of the newspapers, and scans has- 
tily the military reports from the front. The 
radio: one news broadcast follows another, and 
dial is twisted in pursuit of still another. 

One tries to be courageous, to have hope, but too much is at 
stake. And it is too early to collect one’s thoughts for coherent 
analytical appraisal. One’s mind is a complex pattern of fear 
and rejoicing and awe and thanksgiving—and dread. At such 
a moment even the most irreligious must pray.

BUT WE CAN do more than pray, too, If Israel is to survive 
ft must have the fullest measure of support from American Jewry 
_certainly no less than the support which the Arabs are receiving 
from Egypt, Syria, Lebanon and TransJordan, There may be legal 
limitations, as yet, on what we can do. There may be limits to our 

rsonal ability to participate in the defense. 

One thing every American Jew must and can do. He must 
provide funds, to the maximum of his ability—not next month, or 
next fall, when a fund-raising campaign may get under way—but 
today and at once.

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MR. HILLEL’S PRESENT column is entit- 
led ‘“‘Too Many Speeches” and reads as follows: 

I think it’s about time to say something 
concerning too many speeches in Israel and 
about most of them being far too long-winded. 
I write this in the hope that something may 
be done to relieve the agony of all the innocent 
people who have to listen. I flatter myself 
enought to think that in writing this I may 
be influential toward a happy reform in re- 
ducing the length and quantity of speeches in 
Israel. For, you see, I am Edgar Hillel, presi-

In this success I am a most respected man 
in our community.

I do not allow myself to be deceived by the 
flattery I get, and in glamorous moments when, 
in tails and white tie, I stand up before a din- 
ner audience in the very best hotel, I say to 
myself; “Suppose you were just Edgar Hillel, 
a plain guy on an $8000 salary, would you be 
getting all this applause? Would you, indeed, 
be called on to be toastmaster? No Hillel, 
don’t kid yourself. It’s all on account of your 
million widgets a year.” (I hope to go into 
more detail on this in a future column). 


WELL ,TO RETURN to my subject, I have 
particularly in mind a recent Jewish banquet 
that I attended. As at most Jewish affairs of 
this kind, the speeches were far too many and 
too long. 

It seems that every Jewish citizen who has 
ascended to the eminence of sitting at the 
speakers’ table gets the idea that he had been 
ordained to be a prophet in Israel. This is due 
not only to the inheritance of prophets who 
have come down to us but also to the idea, 
inculcated by our rabbis, that Jews have some 
kind of mission in the world. The result is 
that we must endure a lot of long-winded Isai- 
ahs and Jeremiahs who, unlike the originals, 
have nothing much to say; or, who, if they do 
have something to say, could say it in 15 min- 
utes instead of in the hour they consume. 

This dinner began with an invocation by & 
rabbi who made a speech to God that lasted al- 
most ten minutes. It was at a moment in the 
universe when God could have no ear for a long 
speech. He was deep in the affairs of spring- 
time ... the rains and the flowers that were 
almost ready to spring through the crust of 
winter; the forsythia bushes that soon would 
be getting golden. But, it appeared, the rabbi 
could not resist the flattery of an occasion to 
speak to God at length in a dining hall so 
glamorous, before an audience so large. 

There was the enjoyable interlude of eating 
the meal, then the barrage of speeches. The 
Christian mayor of the city was brief and elo- 
quent and caused us all to feel hopeful until 
the long array of Jewish oratory let go. 

There was Mr. Zilch (to borrow the name 
of Mr. Segal’s favorite character). Fifteen min- 
utes of Zilch. Maybe Zilch would know enough 
to stop at the twentieth minute. But no! Zilch 
went on and on. Twenty-five minutes! Thirty 
minutes!

I MYSELF WAS at a terrible disadvantage. 
I sat at the speakers’ table, though I had no 
appointment to speak that night. I looked over 
the audience. Gentlemen all over the dining 
hall were pleasantly avoiding it all by napping. 
I at the speakers’ table had to stay awake 
though sleep hung heavily on my eyelids. H 
would it look if Edgar Hillel, president of the 
Hillel Widget Corp., was asleep at the speak- 
ers’ table on an occasion so auspicious? 

Forty-five minutes passed before Zilch was 
through and then Mr. Glutz.

CHEESE CAKE 
% cup melted butter 
2 eggs, beaten 

sour cream 


2 cups flour 
% teaspoon baking power 
% teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons sugar 

Mix and sift the dry ingredients. Melt butter, and, when ¢ool, 
add to it the beaten eggs. Add butter-and-egg mixture to dry in 
gredients, Add enough sour cream to form a very soft dough, 
and place in refrigerator for a few hours to stiffen. Separate into 
small portions, roll out as thin as possible, and line bottom and 
sides of cake pan with the dough. Prepare filling as follows: 
1 pound cottage cheese 2 teaspoons vanilla 
2 cups sugar 7 eggs 
% cup flour 1 quart sour cream 

Cream the cheese and sugar together, and add fiour and vanil- 
la. Beat eggs in one at a time, and add sour cream. Pour the fill- 
ing into pan previously lined with cake dough and bake at 375 de 
grees for 15 minutes, then reduce heat, and bake very slowly for 
about two hours.

RUE progress doesn’t mean the abandoning of sound old ideas. 

A good example is the recent admission that rocking a baby 
and giving affection is not only not harmful but as important to 
the infant’s growth as food. 

similarly, it is time Jewish wives realized that in joining the pat- 
ade of progress they threw away a very sound practice by ignoring 
the Jewish Laws of Purity connected with menstruation. 

For those who may be uninformed, here are the rules in brief: 

1, Husband and wife are to abstain from marital relations 
starting immediately before menstruation is expected and con- 
tinue abstention for 12 days—a minimum of five impure days 
and then seven days of cleanliness. This separation is called 
Niddah. 

2, At the end of this period the wife is to bathe thoroughly 
and then attend a Mikvah where she immerses herself in a 
ritual bath at which time she recites a speciai prayer. 

First, let’s try to clear up the hazy notions connected with the 
Mikvah. In spite of the amused attitude emancipated Jews take 
toward this custom, Orthodox leaders insist doctors have proven 
that the women cannot achieve proper interna) cleanliness by any 
other method (meaning by a bath). 

While I am open to conviction, I might point out that if this 
js true, then it is surprising that the majority of doctors, Jewish 
and Gentile, have not accepted this fact. After all, Christians ac- 
cept the Jewish idea of circumcision as sound. I talked to two Jew- 
jsh doctors who felt that a bath and shower was sufficient. 


EVEN SO, that leaves out the ph¥schological aspect of attend- 
ing a Mikvah. A couple’s resolve to wait the full 12-day period is 
probably strengthened by the knowledge that the wife must visit 
a public bathhouse and observe certain rules, including the pro- 
nouncing of a special blessing (and in a place where she is seen by 
her friends) before she is “pure.” Thus, social pressure helps to dis- 
cipline individuals. 

But we must be realistic also. In many cities there are either 
no Mikvahs or those available are inconveniently located or in an 
unattractive atmosphere, Also, we know that most women do not 
attend. < 

But all this doesn’t mean that tne ehtire program should be 
thrown out, There still remains Niddah—separation and careful 
cleansing. 

The Orthodox group claims scientists declare that less Jew- 
ish women have cancer of the womb than do any other groups 
and that this is attributed to the Jewish practice of ritual laws 
regarding married life and to the many centuries the Jewish 
people have led a clean sex life. 

In “Jewish Family Life,” a pamphlet issued by the Union of 
Orthodox Jewish Congregations, among several quotations from 
doctors is this one from Prof. L. Duncan Bulkley of New York Skin 
and Cancer Hospital: 

“The concensus of opinion seems to be that Orthodox Jews ob- 
serving their ritual are much less subject to cancer of the uterus 
than the rest of the population.” 


THE DOCTORS I consulted, while declaring that the cause of 
cancer was still unknown, agreed that separation was important 
because during AND FOR SEVERAL DAYS AFTER the end of the 
menstrual] flow, the woman is more likely to acquire infection be- 
cause (1) the tissues are raw and (2) blood is a good breeding 
ground for infection. 

These medical considerations alone certainly make Niddah a 
physically healthful law. And there are also the psychological and 
spiritual considerations. 

I doubt if any modern marriage expert can devise a bet- 
ter program for a happy, long-lasting marriage than a 12-day 
period of abstinence each month. Not only is the couple’s de- 
sire for each other ever renewed but the marriage is kept on 
a high moral and spiritual plane and the wife is given a period 
of privacy during a trying time. 

This is no doubt the law Dr. Trude Weiss-Rosmarin had in 
mind when she said Judaism gives woman a better dea] than any 
other civilization.

I have bitter notes from the 
president and the chairman of the 
committee to select a new rabbi, 
of a congrgation in Hammond, 
Ind., in which it is detailed how a 
certain rabbi after accepting the 
pulpit in writing, and after the 
announcement had been made to 
the congregation, turned it down, 

Recently I was in Benton Har- 
bor, Mich., where the Reform 
Congregation, now in the process 
of completing a new Temple, has 
been searching for a long time 
for a rabbi. The congregation can 
afford to pay only $5,000. They 
have appealed to Hebrew Union 
College, but have received very 
little cooperation. 

Some way will have to be found 
out of this situation. And I don’t 
know what can be done, unless, 
as during the war, the students 
be permitted to take a shortened 
course for the time being. As I 
understand it, there are still many 
vacancies at our seminaries where 
rabbis are trained. They cannot 
fill their student bodies. This 
means that unless there is a de- 
pression when small congrega- 
tions will be unable to afford 
rabbis, the shortage will continue 
for some time to come. 

* * * 

I was having lunch at the Jew- 
ish Welfare Board convention in 
Chicago with three rabbis, all 
very prominent, and we were dis- 
cussing what the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America would do after 
the foundation of the Jewish 
state was laid. Although these 
three men were not “administra- 
tion”men, they felt that almost 
automatically, after the elapse of 
time, the Z.O.A. would drop its 
political work almost entirely, I 
tried to show that it was against 
human nature to expect the 
Z.O.A. and the many people who 
have vested interests in its con- 
tinuation as a powerful national 
Jewish organization, to give up 
its political work. But I was out- 
argued, and I suppose that I will 
yield to their superior experience. 

The men now at the helm of 
the Z.0.A., once a Jewish state 
becomes solidly established and 
no longer needs our political 
help, will be replaced or will turn 
their interests elsewhere. The 
new men who will came into 
leadership will be men who see 
the picture as the Jews of Amer- 
ica see it at that time, and will 
carry out that will.

The Sickness And The Remedy 


ERE ARE many inadequate deductions 

made by the three psychologists who test- 
ed the drift away from religion of the students 
at Harvard and Radcliffe and found that the 
Jewish student (see Science Examines the 
Jew in this week’s issue) is far ahead of his 
Catholic and Protestant classmates. Yet the 
findings cannot be dismissed on that score. 

What the test revealed is essentially ac- 
curate, although very likely not to the same 
degree in other universities as at the two 
schools named. 

No amount of reasoning will change the 
facts of the survey. Any person who has much 
contact with Jewish students at universtites 
will agree that the survey’s results are sub- 
stantially in accord with the facts. The survey 
of Jews on college campuses conducted by The 
Post last year showed exactly the same in- 
difference to Judaism, 

Undoubtedly also the conclusion that the 
home of the Jewish student is most respon- 
sible for his negative attitude to his own re- 
ligion is accurate, 

The need for making the home Jewish is 
heard on all sides, The need for bringing Jew- 


ish ceremonials into the home, we hear from 
all over. But except in a desultory manner, 
not much is being done concretely. 

In our services, in our discussions of the 
philosophical concepts of Judaism, in many 
ways we are actively engaged in making Jy. 
daism vital for the American Jew. Yet in 
our homes, except to write in our bulletins that 
a seder should be held, or Friday night be 
made into a minor festival in the home, little 
else is being done. 

What is needed is a place where Jewish 
mothers (and fathers) can get actual training 
in how to conduct a Jewish home. We haye 
Study courses, but do we have any specific 
instrument for teaching the mother how to 
welcome the Sabbath with real Friday eye 
ning warmth and enthusiasm or how to pr. 
pare the seder, or how to observe Chanukah 
or Succoth and so on? 

Our main attack for the next generation at 
least, it seems to The Post, must be aimed at 
developing a true Jewish home so that out of 
these Jewish homes will go our Jewish youth 
to meet the many added problems of the Jew 
with dignity and with understanding.

Jewish Chronicle Of London Censures Arch- 
bishop of York For Charges Of Jewish Ter- 
rorism in Israel.—The situation in Palestine, 
and particularly the alleged crimes of the Jews 
in that country, appear to occupy in the mind 
of the Archbishop of York that predominating 
part that was filled in the brain of Mr. Dick 
by King Charles’s head. Not only in the House 
of Lords, but also on secular platforms and in 
his diocesan letters, Dr, Garbett is constantly 
concerned with this matter. In the latest issue 
of the York Diocesan leaflet, he writes: “We 
gave the Jews a home in Palestine. . . . But, 
not content with a home, they demanded a 
State, and to enforce this they used murder 
and lying propaganda.” One cannot regard 
lightly this kind of distortion by a man in the 
Archibshop’s position, who cannot plead the 
excuse of ignorance, and must, therefore, be 
charged with deliberate misrepresentation. 
Britain did not “give” the Jews a home in Pal- 
estine; through the Balfour Declaration and 
the 52-Nations’ Mandate she undertook to see 
to the satisfactory fulfillment of an interna- 
tionally sponsored promise, and has been ob- 
liged to relinquish her task uncompleted. In the 
second place, the Jewish demand for a State 
is a development that was understood by Brit- 
ish statesmen even at the time of the Balfour 
Declaration, and it has received a natural im- 
petus through the virtual abrogation of the 
Balfour Declaration by the White Paper of 
disgraceful memory. If by “lying propaganda” 
the Archbishop means charges, against the 
Administration of undue partiality for the 
Arabs, or of active discrimination against the 
Jews, then he is certainly on unsafe ground. 
There remains the carge of murder—a heavy 


accusation, and one in regard to which, let‘ 
it be admitted, our people have not a com 
pletely clear conscience. Certain Jews in Pak 
estine have committed terrorist atrocities, for 
which they have been roundly and rightly con 


demned by their fellow-Jews as well as by non | 


Jews. But, although it is not an excuse, it 
must not be forgotten that Jews are not the 


/only guilty ones nor the only people under §. 


British suzerainty who have fallen victims to 
the temptation to achieve political ends by 
violent means. Have the Archbishop of York 
and those who support his views never heard 
of Arab wrongdoings? Are all of them d 
ceived by the remarkable unanimity with 
which the Press of this country attributes al 
most every murder in Palestine either to Jews 
or to “unknown assailants”? Only a few weeks 
ago a party of Jewish doctors, nurses, and 
patients on their way to the Hadassah Ho 
pital was waylaid, and many of them welt 
killed by Arabs, Was not this an atrocity at 
least as heinous as many of the actions of the 
Jewish dissident groups? Yet not one word of 
sympathy for the loss thus sustained by the 
Yishuv—and, indeed by the whole of the Mié 
dle East—has been uttered, to our knowledgé 
in any pulpit, on any public platform, or i 
Parliament or the Press. Rebukes are resée 
for the wicked Jews; Arab offences are 

over in silence. Perhaps it is not for us to i 
struct a leading dignitary of the Church in the 
Christian ethic; but it is, we believe, a canon 
of Christianity that we should love the sinnéet 
while detesting his sin. If the Archbishop # 
York does really feel for Jews that love that 
his religion dictates, then he must be a 
table master of dissimulation. 
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COUNCIL ARGUES AGAIN IT’S NEUTRAL 
ABOUT U J A; PROTESTS NJP COVERAGE 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

J hope you will give this space 
jn your columns as an attempt 
to clear UP what may be an arti- 
ficially created confusion about 
the American Council for Juda- 
jsm’s resolution and action in re 
gard to the United Jewish Appeal, 

1 ask for this space in the in- 
terest of accurate reporting and 
jn fairness to your readers who, 
whatever their viewpoints, should 
not be required to formulate them 
on the basis of incomplete or dis- 
torted information. 

The pertinent facts are as fol- 
jows: 

The American Council for Juda- 
jsm is not now taking, and has 
not taken, a position of advising 
its members to give or not to give 
to the United Jewish Appeal. 
There are among Council mem- 
pership those who, whatever 
their regrets, are not ready to 
contribute to the United Jewish 
Appeal. There are others who, 
whatever their reservations, have 
decided to contribute: and among 
them, a number play leading 
roles in the local campaigns. 

These are indisputable facts 
which, as your readers may see, 
are in no way at variance with 
what follows: At the St. Louis 
conference, the Council passed a 
resolution condemning the co- 
mingling in the United Jewish Ap- 
peal of funds for clearly human- 
itarian purposes with other ex- 
penditures that are equally clear- 
ly for political, propagandistic, 
and foreign governmental pur- 
poses. This resolution expressed 
an ethical conviction as to the in- 
justice of such co-mingling. It

left members of the Council free 
as heretofore to take what action 
they chose. Some members of 
the Council would subordinate 
this view to other considerations. 
Others, believing the moral impli- 
cations most significant, would 
make that paramount in their in- 
dividual decisions. 

Opponents of this declaration 
should, it seems to me, be asked 
to defend the position of main- 
taining a situation whereby in- 
dividuals are compelled to swal- 
low moral and ethical scruples if 
they wish to be of help to their 
fellow-Jews in distress. My own 
feeling is that it is surely not be 
yond the wisdom and ingenuity 
of American Jewish leadership 
that has created such impressive 
mechanisms to carry out its mul- 
tiple interests, to take account of 
this strong moral feeling and to 
provide, now and hereafter, for 
full freedom of expression in 
fund-giving. Such provision 
would make it possible for those 
who conscientiously wish to sup- 
port the propaganda and activi- 
ties of a Jewish National State 
to do so fully and freely. It would 
also make it possible for those 
who do not wish to do so, to act 
in full measure out of their deep 
concern for the humanitarian 
needs of Jews in distress. 

There is yet one other signifi- 
cant fact in the Council’s posi- 
tion. This concerns an agreed- 
upon service, expressed in the

Editor, National Jewish Post: 

The Post ought to be praised 
for the recently inaugurated se- 
ries of articles endeavoring to 
raise the intellectual level of the 
publication. 


Thus the idea of serializing im- 
portant books which have a mes- 
sage to our generation of Ameri- 
can Jews should be greatly com- 
mended. However, it appears to 
me that Solomon Liptzin’s “Ger- 
many’s Stepchildren” was a most 
unfortunate choice for the be- 
ginning. The innocent reader 
must gain the impression that 
most, if not all, of German 
Jewry’s intellectual leaders of the 
19the century either apostatized 
or sought to find refuge in thor- 
ough assimilation. As a matter of 
record, the Jewish Publication 
Society had previously published 
Marvin Lowenthal’s “The Jews 
of Germany,’ which, together 
with Jacob R. Marcus’ “Rise and 
Destiny of the German Jew,” is 
a much fairer appraisal of the 
achievements of German Jewry. 
The untold martyrs at Ausch- 
witz and Theresienstadt and such 
survivors as Dr. Leo Baeck, whom 
you have repeatedly extolled in 
your columns, give the lie to the 
indirect contentions of Dr. Lipt- 
zin’s opus. 


Indeed, it is highly questionable 
whether a person of definite East 
European background is_ suffi- 
ciently unbiased to present a fair 
picture of German Jewry, unless 
he has been deeply immersed in 
the spirit of Judaism, as it devel- 
oped in Germany. A thorough 
study of Hugo Bieber’s monumen- 
tal “Confessio Judiaca” will af- 
ford the objective observer a dif- 
ferent view of Heine’s relation- 
ship to Judaism than that pre- 
sented by Dr. Liptzin.

While we are yet awaiting a 
complete history of the Jews of 
Germany, the Post should persist 
in teaching a lesson to American 
Jewry in a somewhat different 
manner. It should engage a com 
petent psychiatrist to analyze the 
apostles of the American Council 
for (the descruction of) Judaism 
and publish the findings rather 
than tiresome newsreports about

ORNE’S disciples were a 

group of writers, Jews and 
non-Jews, known to literary his- 
tory as Young Germany, whose 
works were banned throughout 
most of Central Europe by a 
sweeping decree of the German 
federal Diet which met in 1835 
at Frankfort under the auspices 
of Count Metternich. 

These writers advocated a 
united Germany, democratic 
forms of government, social 
equality without any distinctions 
of birth, and religious tolerance 
that would embrace even the ir- 
religious. Allied to this group 
were the political poets of Jew- 
isH*origin, Karl Beck and Moritz 
Hartmann, These lyricists con- 
tinued the radical cosmopolitan 
traditions of Borne, but it was 
“eck who more particularly re- 
lived Borne’s Jewish experiences. 

. 

BECK, WHO WAS born in 
1817 and died in 1879, is hardly 
remembered today. Yet for a time 
he was looked upon as a poet of 
supreme ability. In 1839, Gutz- 
kow, the uncrowned king of 
Young Germany, placed upon his 
head the laurels of Byron. Arn- 
old Ruge, a collaborator of Karl 
Marx, praised him unstintingly. 
Ahost of rhymsters imitated him. 

Friedrich Engels wrote of him 
as the resurrected Schiller and 
recommended him to his friends 
as the future Goethe. His lyric, 
“Das Lied von der blauen Donau,” 
was set to’ music by Johann 
Strauss and, as “The Blue Dan- 
ube Waltz,” attained an interna- 
tional vogue, The literary public 
was intoxicated by his glowing 
rhetoric, his passionate imagery, 
his consuming love of freedom. 
Beck mocked at the poets who 
yearned like sweet little birds to 
fall asleep in the safe harbor of 
amaiden’s bosom. He wished to 
go out upon the horrible battle- 
fields, where nations bled, ideas 
clashed, and human hearts broke 

He called for a new Samson 
to burst the chains of the philis- 
tines, for a new David to fell 
the Goliath of prejudice, for a 
new Bible and a new Bill of 
Rights. 

Beck’s imagery was to a large 
extent derived from the Old Tes- 





tament. His most tragic poems 
were not, however, those in 
which he thundered against poli- 
tical and social injustices, but 
rather those in which he gave 
lyric utterance to his “Juden- 
schmerz,” the Jewish pain within 
his soul, 

In a poem, entitled “Das junge 
Palastina,” he spoke through the 
lips of Borne and told in heart- 
trending verses that he loved Ger- 
many as one loves a bride, but, 
alas, this bride did not want to 
have anything to do with the all- 
accursed Jew, 

He fled, but was not permitted 
© rest anywhere. He was con- 
stantly asked: where is your fa- 








therland? Though he climbed to 
the highest mast of hope, he could 
not discover any strand that he 
could call home. He gave up his 
Jewishness in the expectation of 
finding friendship and_ under- 
standing among others. 

But despite his ardent wooing, 
he could not persuade others to 
reciprocate his affections. Beck 
took his readers to the narrow 
“Judengasse.” He let various. 
ghetto types pass in review be- 
fore them and then exclaimed: 

If fate wants to mock a hu- 
man being, it creates a soul of 
dynamic energy and glowing 
will, a soul that strives to di- 
vine heights, and then lets this 
soul be born of a Jewish moth- 
er. Such a soul is then im- 
prisoned in the dungeon called 
Judaism and tries in vain to 
break through the iron bars. 

The intensest suffering of 
Beck, the emancipated Jew, was 
not, however, due so much to the 
fact that his love was not re- 
turned by the Germans as to the 
fact that he must, alas! feel con- 
tempt for his own people, whom 
he would so much wish not to 
have to despise. 


x 
BECK’S BIBLICAL drama, 
“Saul,” published in 1841, 


reached its climax in David's pro- 
phetic vision of his people’s fu- 
ture: eternal wanderers. whose 
fame will extend to all ends of 
the earth and whose fall will be 
as deep and as gloomy as the 
abysmal ravines, 

In disgrace and self-inflicted de- 
spair, they will flee from place 
to place, resting never. Their 
home will be the entire world and 
yet they will be everywhere home- 
less. Like vermin, they will creep 
along, scorned and worthy of 
scorn. Posterity will see only the 
derisive caricature of a people 
that was once pure, simple, and 
glorious. 

On May 27, 1843, Beck severed 
all bonds with the Jewish reli- 
gious community and was bap- 
tized as a Protestant. But the 
Jewish fate continued to haunt 
him. He prefaced his “Lieder vom 
armen Mann” (1846) with a 
satiric dedication to the house of 
Rothschild. 


In this dedicatory poem, he re- 
buked Rothschild for not liber- 
ating his own people, who were 
waiting for redemption. The 
Jews had buried their proud past 
and their ancient realm, but they 
retained their longing for a king. 
Rothschild was their present 
monarch, He might have re- 
stored honor to them and direct- 
ed their vision to a nobler activity 
than the filling of gold sacks, 


But instead of redeeming them, 
he joined them in dancing before 
golden calves and silver clods, 
and as a result the lot of King 
Rothschild and of his Jewish peo- 
ple remained utterly hopeless,

Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, Rabbi Israel M. Goldman, 
president of the Rabbinical As- 
sembly, and Rabbi Uri Miller, 
president of the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil of America. . 
“We are unanimous in endors- 
ing the program you outline and 
we shall be glad to cooperate in 
every way we can toward its 
achievement,” Rabbi Goldman in- 


formed the Association, 
Rabbi Feldman said the pro- 
posal would be placed before the 


Executive Board of the CCAR at 
the June 22nd Conference in Kan- 
sas City and Rabbi Miller said he 
was placing the matter on the 
agenda of “our next Executive 
meeting and trust that some ac- 
tion will be taken.” 

Rabbi Segal said that if the 
proposal fails to be realized in 
1949, “it is our intention to keep 
pressing this matter for 1950 or 
a subsequent year.”

will be profoundly stimulated. 

“In the state of Israel for the 
first time in more than 1,800 
years, a sovereign state exists 
whose foundation is the moral 
and spiritual principles which an- 
imate the Old Testament,” Dr. 
Israel Goldstein, chairman of the 
World Conferedate of General 
Zionists, told the delegates. 

Adler Sounds Keynote 

The convention keynote was 
sounded by Rabbi Morris Adler 
of Congregation Shaarey Zedek in 
“Detroit. He appealed for an af-

firmative interpretation of the 
goals for Conservative Judaism. 

Rabbi Bernstein said the yard- 
stick by which to measure the 
moral success of the new state 
would be its willingness to accept 
the DPs who could not work and 
fight as well as the young and 
healthy. 

Temptation Understandable 

‘There will be an understand- 
able temptation to favor the 
young, the strong, the useful; po- 
tential soldiers and workers will 
obviously be in the greatest de 
mand,” he said. 

“But we would be false to the 
sacred purpose of establishing 
a Jewish state, as well as to 
our entire history, if need were 
not tempered by compassion,” 
he said. 

He declared that the new Jew- 
ish state would not be worthy of 
survival “if it does not accept the 
old, and the children, the families 
anl the widows, even the weak 
and the sick.” 

Rabbi Bernstein did not discuss 
reports that a priority system has 
been in operation for some time 
under which Jewish youth, train- 
ed in European Haganah camps, 
were brought to Palestine first. 

He dil say in another portion 
of his text, that “the (European) 
youth who are capable of ideal- 
ism and sacrifice” have already 
left the DP camps and “are in 
Palestine, or on the way.” 
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CONSERVATIVE JUDAISM MUST 
ADJUST OR DECAY, ADLER SAYS 


CHICAGO—(NJP)—The belief that Conservative Judaism must 
ailow for change in order to be “related to the particular setting 
im time and space in which it finds itself’ was expressed this week 
at the convention of the United Synagogue and the Rabbinical As- 


sembly. 

Rabbi Morris Adler of Detroit 
stirred the meeting when he de- 
clared, in the keynote address, 
that “American Judaism, if it is 
to enrich the lives of Jews, must 
be inextricably related te the con- 
ditions and circumstances of our 
society.” 

“No gradual and slow process 
of interpretations will suffice to 
evolve a Judaism compatible 
with our needs,” he said. 

Rabbi Theodore Friedman of 
Jackson Heights, L. L., said the 
alternative to change “is to per- 
mit a creeping paralysis to 
spread through Jewish law and 
thus completely deaden im our 
people the sense of discipline s0 


' 


indispensable to Jewish religious 
life.” 
Urges Lay Demands 

Rabbi Adler was specific, as- 
serting that “in such spheres of 
Jewish law as Sabbath, dietary 
law, laws relating to the problem 
of the Agunah” (NJP, April 9, 
1948) “we cannot any longer be 
content with revisions by the 
strict, slow process of law.” 
(Agunah refers to the ban on re- 
marriage of a woman whose hus- 
band’s death cannot be verified). 


He wrged his listeners to “ex- 
ert pressure through your con- 
gregation and through your 
rabbi" to effect needed changes.

Irgun Front 

Eventually the score of Berg-
